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THE SITUATION. 


It may bea premature sense of ease, but 
there seems no doubt that along the rail- 
way line and south to the border the ex- 
citement connected with the first news of 
the outbreak has in a great nveasure passed 
away. The fact of troops being stationed 
at all available railway poin‘s gives a rea- 
aonable guarantee that the line of railway 
will not be the scene of either halfbreed 
or Indian disturbances; but circumstances 
seem now to point to the fact that the dis- 
turbance in the north willbe local in 
character. 

The Winnipeg Sun points out that 
General Middleton, who is possessed of 
more information than any one else on the 
subject, does not seem to expect any sev- 
ere Indian fighting. He has not a large 
force with him and apparently bas no wish 
to increase it. The reports from Prince 
Albert are also reassuring. It *eems that 
the Indians at Pringe Albert not 
joined the movement to any great extent. 
and if they have held off where the half- 
breed movement is strongest, it shows that 
there is less concerted action between Riel 
and the warlike chiefs than we supposed. 
From the fact that the Indians are report- 
ed to be moving west it seems probable 
that the revolted tribes are drawing away 
from the troops, whereas if any fighting 
had been determined ow this is hardly the 
move that would be expected from them. 

Another feature of the situation is that 
whatever harm the Indians have done is 
nothing in comparison with what they 
might have done. So far as at present 
known not 20 persons have been killed by 
them, and this in a months raiding.”’ 
They have plundered a little, but their 
efforts have appeared to be chiefly confined 
to this. It seems probable that Pound- 
maker is the only Indien chief who is 
really making great efforts to raise a war, 
and the advance of troops from Swift Cur- 
rent to Battleford, and from Calgary to 
Edmonton, will more than paralyze his 
efforts in this direction. It has not yet 
heen shown that Big Bear has been actiye- 
ly engaged.
